Tlie night to Privacy. 


Two decisiona have recently been ren- 


dered by important tribunals which re- 
buke the tendency to interfere with the 
right of the citizen to be let alone. The 
supremo court of Mississippi has decid- 
ed, iu the case of a black man whose 
cabin was entered by a party of men 
who c-aine to "arrest" him, without war- 
rant of law, for an alleged offense, and 
who shot and killed two of these invad- 
ers of his house, that a man has a right 
to defend himself under such circTom- 


The court, in setting this man free, 


declared its belief that the home should 
have every possible safeguard thrown 
around it. 


The other decision mentioned is in a 


caseof a very unusual character. A cer- 
tain society proposed to erect a statue of 
a deceased and very philanthropic lady 
The members of this lady's immediate 
family objected, on the ground that 
notoriety in any form was wholly dis- 
tasteful to her, and that, inasmuch as 
she was a private citizen, the erection of 
a statue of her was an unauthorized 
invasion of privacy. 


Tho supreme court of New York took 


this view of the case and declared that 
the wish of her family, representing her 
own known desire, should be observed, 
and that no public representation of her 
should be permitted. — Youth's Compan- 
ion.

Killed the Hear with a Penknife. 


A big yearling bear was killed on Fri- 


day on Little mountain, near Parkers- 
burg, W. Va., by John Hall, seventeen 
years old, and Mont Black, twelve yeare 
of age. The boys were coon hunting in 
the mountain when the dogs treed the 
bear. They had an old single barreled 
shotgun, loaded with bird shot and an 
ax. They fired the load of shot into the 
boar and brought the animal down. 
Then the dogs attacked it, but they were 
beaten off. One of the boys ran in and 
struck at the bear with the ax, but did 
not hit it. Young Hall then drew his 
poeketknife and went at the bear. He 
was pretty badly scratched and severely 
bitten on the ringers, but stuck to the 
brute until he cut the bear's jugulai 
vein. The boys dragged home the bodj 
in triumph. — Cor. New York Sun.

ick family miles away which they are 
nxious to get to. 


HOW REAL, TRAMPS ACT. 


"These are no tramps," said a brake- 


man. 
"There is nothing interesting 


bout them and they are a nuisance. 
'he professional tramp is a character, 
nd sometimes you meet with one so 
lick that he deserves to beat his way. 
The real tramp makes no excuse when 


e is discovered. Nine times out of ten 
10 makes a threat, and as a good inauy 
f them go armed it is dangerous to 


meddle with them, For if there is a 
mman being who might be expected to 
•alue his life cheaply it is a tramp rather 
ban a burglar. How many times have 
had a tramp snarl at me with a string 


of oaths and wind up by threatening to 
put a hole through me!" 


'Probably tramps will hang on to 


most anything, from the brakeshoe to 
he wheel box," suggested the reporter. 


"No," said a trainman of the Central 


lailroad of New Jersey. "Many people 
lave erroneous ideas about the habits of 
ramps. Personally I never saw a tramp 
m a truck, but others say they have. 
Cramps generally pull for an empty box 
:ar, if there is one open. It is curious 
to see them search the yard over, inquire 
ibout the departure of 
trains 
and 


heir destination and the stops they make 
ilong the way. 
Why, Saturday night, 


ust before leaving for Phillipsburg, I 
went to search jay train for tramps, and I 
round an empty Fall Brook car full of 
;hem, right next to the train shed. They 
mew somehow that the car was going 
lome, and that it went to the end of the 
ourney. They always seem to want to 
go as far as possible. 


"These fellows set up a whining and 


segged mo to let them go along. They 
all had sick families, or something just 
is bad, to go for, and one of them said 
e wanted to go to Phillipsburg to attend 
the funeral of his brother. I drove fflaem 
all out. None of them was a professional. 
They didn't know one another, and they 
all scattered in different directions. 


REVENGE FOK ILL TREATMENT. 


'Of course they will get into any car 


that is left open, and if there is anything 
eatable they always help themselves. If 
;here isn't an open car they will try to 
ind a car of lumber. That is more ex- 
posed, but there are always some vacant 
aooks between the piles of boards, and 
they make very good bunks.

>n a siding. The tramps were around 
later to see the results, and they asked 
.he agent whether that was Porter's 
train. No, said the agent, and they wcro 
very sorry that they had made a mis 
take. 


"An empty box car or car of lumber 


lacking, they look for a car with a good 
sill at the ejid. But not many cars are 
built that w\y novr. Where a car has 
ladders within reach of the bumpers 
tramps will stand on the bumpers and 
make a long journey sometimes in that 
position. But generally there is nothing 
to cling to at the end, und many a pro- 
feshional will stand between two cars 
with a foot on one bnmper and the other 
toot on the other bumper. Of course this 
,s reckless, in.r trains often break in two, 
.a*.! down goes the tramp ivndonoscc- 
ii' n goes ever him. Probably luoro 
tramps arr killed in this way than auy 
•>ther."—Ne"' Ycvk Sun.

lem of anal navigation, the Cosmopolitan 
M«gizme of New York bus undertaken the 
problem itself, and proposes to spend a 
million or ao dollars in an attempt to con- 
struct an air sbip tbat will navigate thp 
heavfns govcri ed at the w 11 of mar.

The crude i3eas are that the 


proptlling power mast be the tcrew, and 
the lifting power what is teirntd on aeio- 
planp. 
Conceive of a thin plutp, r°«8ibly 


of iirumiLUtu, with panutls to give it 
greater lightness, nit above one hnlf an 
inch in thicknefs, and perhips forty by 
twenty feet squar". 
This is the aero- 


plane' To get at the lifting principle sup- 
poae that the wind was blowing at the 
rate of fifty mi'es an hour obliquely upon 
its under fucr, the lifting power Would be 
something enormous. 
Any one who has 


tried to bold a Urge door at an angle 
against the wind can appreciate in a small 
way the power thus generated. 
The air- 


ship, as it is now ezpectod to be built, will 
consist of a cigar-ahnped oar with a great 
screw at the extremity, propelled with 
enormous speed by steam, all of which to 
BUBp°nd bdow 'he aeroplane.
